8. J. Witborn vs. Executors of Mathew 
Whitfield. Ejectment, from Baldwin. 
WARNER, J. 

This was an action brought by the execu 
tors of Whitfield against the defendant un- 
der the statute, to recover the possession of a 
tract of land in Jaspercounty. The plaintiff 
proved that the defendant was in possession 
of the land and that he rented it from Whit- 
ficld in the year 1861, also proved the value 
of the yearly rent of the land, and that the 
premises in dispute was part of the land 
which witness’ father, Kobinson, owned in 
his life-time. On cross examination the 
plaintiff’s witness stated, tnat the defendan: 
went into possession of the Jand in 1858, and 
had been in possession of it ever since; that 
WLitfield was now in possession of the land, 
that defendant never claimed the land 1s his 
own, that it was gencraliyfagreed by ail the 
parties thatthe defendant should take posses- 
sion of the jland. After the oe apna had 
closed his evidence, the defendant made & 
motion to make McAfce and others, who 
were deor sees of the land in dispute, under 
the will of John Kobinson, parties d fend- 
ant, for the purpose of Jaying the foundation 
for the introduction of evidence to show a 
paramount titie to the land in them, and to 
prove that the defendant went into the 
possission of the land a their tenant. 
which motion the court overruled, and the 
lefendant excepted. ‘The defendant then 
introduced himsci{ asa witness, and offered 
io prove that he was nota tenant of Whit 
field, but was the tenant of the persons claim- 
ing under the will of Jon Kebinson, whe 
were sou rit t> b+ made ; artics de endan'f 
that Jobn Robinson had been seized anc 
possessed of the land for forty years prior to 
nis death, in 1857. This witness was re- 
jected by the court on the ground that plain 
tiffs testator was dead, and the defendant 
excepted. The defendant offered in evidence 
a certified copy of the will of John Robinson 
for the purpose of showing title to the land 
in McAfee and others, which the court re- 
jected, and the defendant excepted. The de- 
fendant offered to prove by James Robinson, 
the plaintiff's witness, the same facts which 
he attempted ts prove by the defendant, who 
had been rejected, which the court refused to 
allow him todo. Whereupon the defendant 
excepted. The jury found a verdict for the 
plaintiff, and the defendant made a motion 
fora new trial, assigning as grounds therefor 
the rulings of the court as heretofore 
state’, which motion was overruled 
W h lst we recognise the general rule of law, 
that a tenant cannot dispute the title of his 
landlord, vet, under the statement of facts 
disclosed b; the record, the Court should 
have allowed the partics to have been 
made as proposed by the defendant, re- 
ceived the will of John Robinson in 
evidence, and also should have received 
evidence as to the identity of toe land 
mentioned in the wiil, and evidence as to 
whether the defefidant was in fact the tenant 
of the parties claiming under the will, or 
whether he was in possession of the land as 
tenant of Whitfield, se as to have ascertained 
from the evidence what were the rights of 
the respective pirties. And then the Court 
should have charged the jury asto the law 
applicable to landlord and tenant, and lef! 
the jury to find the facts under the evidence 
Chere was no error in the rejection of the 
defendant, Wilborn, as a witness, the other 
pariy, being dead; (see Administrateix of 
itobertson va. Leoptrot, decided at this term 
of the Court) But we are satisfied this case 
has not been fairly tried on its merits, from 
the stateinent of facts disclosed by the record, 
and therefore order a new trial. Let the 
judgment of the Court below be reversed.

J. R. Jones vs. J. W. Lathrop & Co. Com- 
plaint, from Chatham. 
WARNER, J. 

This was an action brought by the plaintiff 
against the defendants as the drawers of five 
bills of exchange dated Savannah, 9th July, 
1307, for two hundred peunds each, paya 
to the order of the plaintiff in London, at 
sixty days after sight, and directed to Rcbert 
Hutchinson, Liverpool, as the drawee there- 
of. Thedefendants plead thatin drawing 
these bills oe | acted merely as the factors 
and agents the plaintiff in shipping bis 
cotton to Liverpool to be sold there, and that 
the bills were drawn by them upon the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of the plaintiff's cotton as 
his agents, and under bis instructions, ac- 
cording to the known and usual custom of 
the trade in such cases, and not on their own 
account, and had not received any valuable 
consideration therfor from the plaintiff as 
the drawers of said bills. It appears from 
the evidence in the record. that at the time 
these bills were drawn, Hutchinson, to whom 
the cotton was shipped, and upon whom the 
bills were drawn, was of good credit and 
standing as a merchant, but before the bills 
were presented for payment became insol- 
vent. The evidence on the trial was 
quite voluminous, much of it being 
ihe written correspondence between the 
parties in relation to the sale of 
the cotion, and as to the sale of three 
sterling bills now sued en, which hed 
been delivered to the plaintiff by the def: nd 
ant, the jury returned; a verdict for the 
defendant A motion was made for a new 
trial on the grounds set forth in the record. 
which was overruled by the court, and the 
plaintiff excepted. This action it will be ob- 
served,is brouzht against thedefendant as the 
drawers of their bills of exchange, and is not 
brought against them for any neglect of duty 
as the factors and agents of the piaintiff, and 
the question is, whether the defendant arc 
liable to the pla‘ntiffas such drawers of the 
hills of exchange uoder the evidence dis- 
closed in the record. The general rule of the 
law is, that the drawer of a bill of exchange 
is liable for the payment thereof according w 
its tenor and effect to the payer named there- 
in, and is founded on the theory that the 
drawer has funds in the bands of the drawee 
which he sells or assigns to the peyer for a 
valuable consideration. Such is the general 
presumption ofgthe law, but this general pre- 
sumption of the law,*as between the original 
contracting parties, may be rebutted and 
overcome by the facts of the case as between 
them. Whatare the facts of thiscase? The 
plaintiff had eight-five bales of cotton which 
he desired to have shipped to Liverpool and 
sold there and receive in payment therefor 
sterling bills, and for that purpose he sent his 
cotton to the defandants as his factors and 
agents in the city of Savannah. The cotton 
was received by the defendants on or about 
the 24th of January, 1867, who were in. 
structed to ship the same to their correspond- 
entin Liverpool, forsale. In obedience to 
these instructions the defendants shipped the 
cotton to Hutchinson, their correspondent, 
who received and sold the same, rendering 
an account of the gale of the cotton to the 
def ndants, dated Liverpool, 5th June, 1867. 
This account of ihe sale of the cotton ren- 
dered by Hlutebinson is thus stated: “ Ac- 
couut of sale of 45 Wales cotton per ‘Sullivan,’ 
from Savannah, sold by Robert Hutchinson 
for account of JR, Jones, Keq., per Messrs 
J. W. Lathrop & Co.” The cotton was not 
sold on account of the defendants, but on ac- 
count of the plaintiff, aad the proceeds of the 
sale was.not the property of the defendants, 
but the property of the piaintiff. To enabie 
the plaintiff to receive the of the 
sale of his cotton in the bands of Hutchin- 
son, the defendants’ correspondent in Liver- 
pool, these bills were drawn according to the 
nsage and custom of the trade in such cases, 
and were sterling bills in the commercial 
sense of that term. The evidence in the 
record shows that the usage and custom 
of the trade was to draw sixty days bills as 
was done in this case by the commirsion 
merchant in Savannah, shipping the cotton, 
that it was the custom to put the proceeds of 
cotton sold at Liverpool to the credit of the 
merchant shipping, but the accounts at Liver- 
pool showed to whom the cotton belonged, 
and no person except the merchant shipping
